There is also included the full proceedings of the Commissioners 
of Public Printing, Binding and Stationery in awarding the con- 
tract for the State printing for a term of two years from December 
2, 1909.

STATEMENT SHOWING PROCEEDINGS OP THE BOARD OF PUBLIC 

PRINTING, BINDING AND STATIONERS IN AWARDING THE 

PRESENT STATE PRINTING CONTRACT. 

At a meeting of the Board of Public Printing, Binding and 
Stationery, held on the 23d day of October, 1909, the specifications 
and notice to printers asking for bids on State printing, binding and 
stationery supplies for two years was approved. 

The following notice was- ordered published once each week for 
three consecutive weeks in the Indianapolis News. Indianapolis Star 
and The Fort Wayne Journal-Gazette ; 

Notice to Pbintebs, Book-Bindebs and Stationebs. 

Bubeau op Public Printing, Binding and Stationeby, 
Indianapolis, October 25, 1009. 

Tlie Board of Commissioners of Public Printing, Binding and Station- 
ery will. In accordance with an act of the General Assembly, approved 
April 13, 1886, receive sealed proposals at the office of the Bureau of 
Public Printing, Room 3, State House, Indianapolis, Indiana, on the 23d 
day of November, 1909, at the hour of 10 o'clock, a. m., for doing the 
public printing and binding, and furnishing the stationery for the use of 
the State of Indiana for a term of two years, commencing on the 2d day 
of December, 1909. 

At the same time and in the aame manner, covering the same period, 
the Board will also receive separate bids for the printing and binding 
of the Supreme and Appellate Court Reports, in accordance with the law 
authorizing the publication of aame. 

All bids submitted must be signed by parties proposing to do the work, 
securely sealed, and accompanied with such certified checks and samples 
as are hereinafter named. Bidders must bid on all items in the proposals 
and make extensions of prices, and place the totals at the bottom of each 
of the classes. Bids will not be considered unless these requirements have 
been compiled with, 

Upon receipt of said sealed proposals they will be opened and signed by 
members of said Board' and as soon thereafter as the bids and samples 
can be properly examined the competing bidders will be notified to be 
present, when the contracts will be awarded to the lowest and best bidder, 
or bidders, according to law ; the Board, however, reserving the right to 
reject any or all bids submitted. 

Each bidder, at the time of submitting his bid, shall also submit and 
deposit with the Board, payable to the order of tbe Governor of Indiana, 
a certified check on some bank approved by the Board, In the sum of 
¥5,000, for the general printing, binding and stationery contract, and 



$1,000 with the bid for the Supreme and Appellate Court Reports contract, 
as a guarantee that such bidder will enter Into a contract pursuant to such 
bid and notice and the specifications referred to herein, and will submit 
a bond as herein provided to the approval of the Board, and if any such 
bidder shall fall to carry out the terms of this notice and such bid and 
enter into such contract and file such bond, in tliat event the Governor 
shall deliver the check, or the proceeds thereof, to the Treasurer of State, 
to be collected by him as such Treasurer ns liquidated damages for the 
failure of such bidder to carry out the terms of this notice ODd his bid and 
the specifications referred to herein, and enter Into such contract and file 
such bond. 

The successful bidder or bidders will be required to furnish separate 
bonds, to be approved by the Board, in the sum of $50,000 for the general 
printing, binding and stationery, and $15,000 for the Supreme and Appel- 
late Court Reports, at the time said contract or contracts are awarded to 
said bidder or bidders, for the faithful performance of all work in accord- 
ance with the specifications hereinafter named, and tEat In every Instance 
the paper and material furnished shall be In weight, color and quality the 
same as called for In the specifl cations. 

The work on the general printing, binding and stationery will be let 
as a whole to the lowest find best bidder in the Aggregate, no division of 
classes being allowed, divided Into three classes, as specified by law, as 
follows : 

The first class shall comprise the laws, journals, reports of officers and 
public Institutions, and all book and pamphlet work to be printed on book 

The- second class shall comprise all legislative bills, commissions, letter 
heads, circulars, blanks and other work usually executed on writing paper, 
and all articles of stationery. 

The second class shall also include the printing and blocking of all the 
State election ballots provided by law of the State of Indiana, and all the 
printing and stationery that may be required in the preparation and send- 
ing out of the State election ballots. All of which shall be prescribed and 
subject to the approval of the State Board of Election Commissioners. 

The third class shall comprise the folding, stitching, covering and bind- 
ing, and all work belonging to the binding business. 

The contract for printing and binding the Supreme and Appellate Court 
Reports will be let as a whole to the lowest and best bidder, according to 
law, the Board reserving the right to reject any or all bids submitted. 

The contractor or contractors shall maintain an office in the. city of 
Indianapolis for the transnctlon of all business under said contracts, and 
must agree, upon the faking effect of the contracts, to maintain a plant 
of sufficient capacity to do the work of the State speedily and without un- 
necessary delay. All work under said contracts shall be performed within 
the State of Indiana. 

Any bidder or bidders who shall be awarded these contracts shall not 
assign or sub-iet the same, or any portion thereof, without the written 
consent of the Board of Public Printing. 

The Board bus made n basis upon which bids are asked solely for the 
purpose of securing uniformity of bids, but will not be governed by this 
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basis alone Id awarding the contracts. Given in the specifications la a 
statement from the Clerk of the Board showing approximately the quantity 
of articles used the past two years, which will assist the Board in de- 
termining which, If any, of the hids submitted are the best for the State. 
A. E. Butler, Clerk of the Board, will furnish, upon application, speci- 
flcatlons and full particulars regarding the work. 

Specifications fob General Printing, Binding and Stationery. 

The specifications call for the printing and binding of the reports of 
the officers of State, public Institutions, Documentary Journal annually, 
the Acts of the General Assembly, the House and Senate Journals, and all 
miscellaneous pamphlets and printing, and furnishing stationery, blanks, 
etc., that may be needed by the different departments for the public service 
and the General Assembly, including all printing, stationery and binding 
ordered by the State Board of Election Commissioners, and which are 
paid for out of the treasury of State, for two years from the 2d day of 
December, 1900. 

The work to be done above named will be divided into three classes, 
as follows: 

First Class. 

All the book and cover paper used in printing the reports, acts, Journals 
and all classes of pamphlet or book printing that may be required for the 
use of the State, shall be the best on ihe market, of the quality named In 
the specifications, and the contract shall lie per pound for the amount used, 
no allowance being made for waste, handling, freight or otherwise. The 
weight of book and cover paper will be determined by comparison with 
samples furnished, on basis of 25x1(8 book and 20x25 cover, and all 
weights must be furnished at the same price per pound as that bid on in 
specifications. 

In the printing of reports und all classes of printing requiring the use 
of book or cover paper, contractor will be required to consult the Board 
or its Clerk as to the size, weight and quality of paper to be used. If at 
any time contractor uses any other grade of book or cover paper than that 
coming within the contract without the consent of the Board or Its Clerk, 
It will be charged at contract price, or If an inferior grade Is used it will 
be allowed for according to grade used, or rejected entirely, If so ordered 
by the Board. 

The composition shall be bid for by the 1,000 ems, actual i 
book or pamphlet, no blank pages or other unreal charge to be a 
divided Into two classes, as follows: Plain matter aud rule and figure 
work. Rule and figure work shall consist of three or more justifications 
of words or figures with rules, or four or more justifications of words or 
figures without rules, to be measured as plain matter, one measure, as bid 
on per 1.000 ems rale and figure work, In accordance with size of type used. 
All work not classed as rule and figure work shall be measured as plain 
matter, one measure, as bid on per 1.000 ems plain matter. In accordance 
with size of type used. 

The price bid on per 1,000 ems shall Include the cost of page and 
galley proofs required, making up pages, handling, locking np forms and all 
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work required in delivering same to press. But wbere forms are re-made 
up, or plates are used, when composition Is not measured, contractor will 
be allowed a reasonable allowance per hour actually required In re-making 
up, locking up forms and delivering same to press, which extra time must 
be accompanied by an affidavit sworn to before a notary public. 

The type used in printing the reports, acta, journals and all classes of 
pamphlet or book printing sball be modern face, unless otherwise ordered, 
and make a clenr, neat appearance, and tbe spacing between words, eta, 
shall be the same as Is done on all first-class book work. 

In spacing between lines on all book composition, only six-to-pica leads 
will be allowed, unless otherwise ordered. In no case will contractor be 
allowed extra pay for setting matter "solid." 

In making up type pages only such spacing as is necessary to make 
neat appearance of page will be allowed, and under no circumstances will 
contractor be allowed to use wide spacing in order to increase the number 
of pages. 

Press work shall be bid for at so much for the first 100 impressions 
and so much for each additional 100 impressions, 16 pages to form, in- 
cluding make-ready and ink. All forms of a less number of impressions to 
be paid for as a full 100. 

The price bid for press work shall be to do first-class work and furnish 
the best quality of ink. 

Second Claa», 

This class will include the furnishing of -all blanks, both printed and 
ruled and printed. Governor's proclamations, school enumeration blanks, 
contagious disease blanks and burial permits, including legislative bills, 
to be bid for at so much for the first 100 and so much for each additional 
100 copies, of the weights, sizes and quality of paper specified ; the manu- 
facturing of ail blank books, botb plain and printed, at so much per qu^e, 
Including paging, Indexing and binding, of the kind of binding and weights 
and sizes of paper- specified ; all description of lithographic work; embossed 
letter heads and envelopes; printed letter and note heads; miscellaneous 
printing, paper, etc., and tbe furnishing of all description of stationery 
supplies, such as inks, inkstands, lead pencils, pens, penholders, etc. 

All propositions In this class cull for first-class work and material on 
all description of printing and lithographic work and the best quality of 
paper, of the kinds, sizes and weights specified. The stationery calls for 
the best In use. and must be of the kind and quality specified. 

In the furnishing of all description of blanks, blank books and all kinds 
of writing and other paper named, the contractor must conform to sizes, 
weights and quality mentioned In specifications, unless otherwise ordered. 

Third Class. 

This class will Include the binding of books in leather and cloth, and 
pamphlets, etc., with paper covers, and the tipping in of signatures, plates 
and maps, as follows : 

All books bound in leather or cloth shall be bid for at so much per 100 
signatures of 18 pages each for folding, gathering and sewing, complete, 
and so much apiece for covers, including the cost of all materials used,

lettering of title in any style, and all work necessary to complete book. 
Binding must be of best material and flint class workmanship, and to be 
counted by the number of copies actually delivered. la no case will wire 
stitching be allowed on books bound in cloth or sheep. 

All pamphlets, etc., with paper covers, shall be bid for by the 100 sig- 
natures, including all handling, assorting, folding, wire stitching or sewing, 
trimming, and so much for putting on covers, in good, workmanlike manner. 

All signatures of a less number will be paid for as a full 100 signatures. 
Covers will only be allowed for the actual number ordered. 

The tipping in of signatures, plates or maps Khali be bid for by the 100 
signatures, plates or maps, including folding, stitching and trimming. 

Specifications call for the best binding and most approved material 
now In general use. 

The Board has the power to reduce or Increase the number of copies 
of ait publications, and reserves the right to order any report or pamphlet 
bound in any manner specified in this class at contract prices. 

Samples of binding and full information will be furnished upon appli- 
cation to the Clerk f.f Board. 

Legislative. 

All bids sbaii be to Include all the printing, binding and stationery of 
the General Assembly at the same prices and under the same conditions as 
supplies named in the specifications. 

All orders for supplies for the C-eneral Assembly must be made upon 
the Board in the same manner us required In ordering for State offices and 
Institutions, and all requisitions shall be mode out by the Clerk of Board, 
and all bills certified by him as correct according to contract, before samp 
will be allowed. 

All supplies for the General Assembly shall first pass the inspection of 
the Clerk of Board before the same is delivered to the House and Senate, 
and by him certified as proper and correct according to order. 

GeNebal Requirements. 

All work shall be delivered to the Printing Bureau, Room 3, State 
House, or as the Clerk of the Board may direct, free of charge. . 

All articles furnished under this contract must be, In every respect, of 
the most improved material now in use. 

All articles furnished or work done, not enumerated in specifications, 
must be furnished in the most economical manner practicable, and at prices 
not to exceed the regular market price tor similar articles. 

The contractor must at all times be able to furnish the exact quality 
of supplies named in specifications, but if by mutual agreement between 
Board and party ordering and contractor any different kind is substituted, 
the quality and price shall not exceed that named for similar articles In 
specifications. 

In accepting the contract Tor general prfnting, binding and stationery, 
the contractor will be required to do the work promptly and without un- 
necessary delay, In a good, workmanlike manner, the Board reserving to 
Itself the right to determine what is unnecessary delay. If at any time the 
contractor falls to do the work authorized by the State within a reasonable 
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length of time, the Board reserves the right to order the work done else- 
where and have the bill sent to the contractor, who shall make out his bill 
to the State for the work doue at contract price and no mure; or, after fully 
hearing the reasons for delay In doing the work, the Board may fix a 
definite date when the same must be completed, and if not then done the 
Board may deduct 10 per cent, from the contract price as liquidated dam- 
ages for such delay for each 30 days or fraction thereof such work remains 
Incompleted. 

Proofs and revises of all description of printing shall be furnished and 
delivered without charge to the State. 

All bills containing charges for time consumed in making changes from 
authors' copy must he accompanied by the original copy and all proof, both 
galley and page. 

All copy and proof sheets shall be held by the contractor sixty days 
from the time job Is completed and delivered subject to the inspection of 
the Board or the Clerk of Board. 

All bids shall be to furnish the exact amount of printing, stationery 
and binding ordered, at prices bid hi specifications. In no case will con- 
tractor be allowed to charge for more than the exact amount of any article 
ordered, without the consent of the Board. 

All such material and work shall be delivered to the Clerk in eliurge 
of the Bureau of Public Printing, Binding and Stationery, and shall be 
subject to bis Inspection, and be by him accepted or rejected as the same 
shall or shall not be according to contract, and all such supplies shall be 
accompanied with an Itemized statement giving name and quantity of 
articles delivered, and when Inspected and approved by said Clerk,- said 
supplies shall be by him receipted for, and after such inspection and ap- 
proval he shall deliver the same to the oliicer or department ordering the 
same, and take his Itemized receipt therefor. 

All orders for supplies must be made upon the Board, whereupon the 
Clerk of the Board will make out requisition for supplies required to be 
furnished through the contractor ; and in no case will contractor be allowed 
to fill an order for supplies for the State without having first obtained a 
requisition for same from the Board. 

All requisitions and bills shall contain the size, name and quality of 
paper used, and full name and number of article of stationery ordered. 
In no case will Board entertain any requisition or bill made out with 
pencil. 

The printed copies of the session laws of the General Assembly re- 
quired by law must be delivered to the Secretary of State within forty days 
from the date on which last copy shall be furnished the contractor by the 
Secretary of State. 

In determining the lowest and best bid, quality of samples will be 
taken into consideration. All samples submitted must be properly labeled 
as to Size, weight and quality and number of Items for which samples are 
Intended to cover, together with name of bidder on each sample submitted. 
All samples submitted to be Rat, not folded, or put up in roll, and shall re- 
main the property of the State. 

Samples not meeting with tbe above requirements will not be accepted 
and bids will be rejected.

The work to be done la specified as follows : 

The paper used Id printing tbe reports shall be guaranteed all rag, the 
verified proof of which must be furnished to the satisfaction of the lie- 
porter of tbe Supreme Court and the Printing Board. Wbtit Is commercially 
known as "all rag" and which contains a portion of other material wilt not 
be a compliance herewith. The paper must be of natural white, tree from 
chemicals, and of taw-book finish. Weight 55 pounds. Size of sheet 25 x 38. 
The bids shall be per pound for the amount used, no allowance being made 
for handling, waste, freight or otherwise. 

The composition Baall be bid for by the 1,000 ems, one measure, net, 
actual measure In the book, In accordance with the sizes of type used. No 
blank pages or other unreal charges will be allowed.

Tbe price bid tor binding shall be to bind said reports in the best full 
law sheep, without any flanks or other imperfections, and best linen buck- 
rain equivalent to the sample on Hie with the Clerk of the Printing Board, 
color to be selected by the Reporter of the Supreme Court Also one-half 
calf and silk finish cloth, sample on file in Printing Bureau. Tbe numbers 
of the different binding to be subject to the order of the Printing Board, 
and the workmanship to be first class.

The wrapping of the reports shall be bid for by the 100 copies, in- 
cluding all handling, paper of the kind and quality mentioned In specifica- 
tions, and the stamping of the' number of volume on wrapper, and shall be 
for the actual number wrapped. 

All bids on these reports shall be to Include the furnishing of clearly 
printed proof of the opinions of the Judges, and the syllabi, for the various 
corrections to be made therein, without any extra charge to the State, as 
follows :

All charges of time for changes from original copy, after type Is set, 
except thoee occasioned by error of contractor, his agents and servants, 
shall be certified to as having been ordered by the Reporter, and most also 
be accompanied by an affidavit from the contractor, or his agent or agents, 
certifying that such charge Is just and proper. 

All changes from original copy after the type is set, except those oc- 
casioned by the contractor, for which no compensation will be allowed, 
shall be certified lo as having been ordered by the Reporter of the Supreme 
Conrt. and shall be paid for by the line, which sum per line shall Include 
all charge for composition, inserting corrected lines and proof-reading, all 
complete. In no case will any charge be allowed for taking out and re- 
placing Imperfect type either before or after same has been plated. Plate 
corrections which arc made on the order of said Reporter shall be paid for 
by the hour. 

Each bidder, at the time of submitting his bid, shall also submit and 
deposit with the Board, payable to the order of the Governor of Indiana, 
a certified check In the som of $1,000, as required in the general notice 
and specifications given elsewhere herein..

Any bidder who shall be nwarded tbe contract shall maintain an office 
in the city of Indianapolis of sufficient capacity for tbe transaction of all 
business under said contract, and all work done under said contract shair 
be performed within the State of Indiana. The contractor shall not as- 
sign or sub-let the same, or any portion thereof, to any other person with- 
out the written consent of the Board.

STATE PRINTING LAW. 



AK ACT TO PROVIDE FOK THE PUBLIC PRINTING. BINDING AND 
STATIONERY, AND REPEALING ALL LAWS IN CONFLICT 
THEREWITH, AND DECLARING AN EMERGENCY. 

[Approved April 13, 1885.] 

Section 1. Be ft enar.ted 6j/ Hie General Assembly of the Rtate of 
Inliana. That the Governor, Secretary of State and Auditor of State shall 
be ex officio Commissioners of the Public Printing. Binding anil Stationery, 
and shall cause the public printing and binding to be executed in the man- 
ner provided by law. 

Sec. 2. That It shall be the duty of said Commissioners, as soon as raiy 
be convenient after the passage of this act. to determine the printing and 
binding authorized by law. and to classify the same to the best advantage 
as follows : The first class shall comprise the laws. Journals, reports of offi- 
cers and public Institutions, and all book and pamphlet work to be printed 
on book or pamphlet paper; the second diss shall comprise all legislative 
bills, commissions, letter heads, circulars, blanks and other work usually ex- 
ecuted on writing paper, and all articles of stationery; the third class shall 
comprise the folding, stitching, covering and binding, and all work belonging 
to Ihe binding business. As soon as such classification shall be made It shall 
be the duty of said Commissioners to advertise, in not less than three nor 
more than five papers published In this State, for bids for the paper, sta- 
tionery, and executing the printing and b'ndlng for two years, according to 
the classlfl-atlon thev may have prepared, and upon receiving such pro- 
popals they shall let the contract to the lowest ard b>>st responsible bidder 
or hinders, and said Commissioners shall biennlallv. between the first day 
of July and the first day of January, proceed to advertise and contract for 
the public printing, binding and stationery; Prnrlilei}. That snid Commis- 
sioners shsll have the rl^ht to relect any and all bids or proposals that are 
deemed exorbitant or unreasonable. 

Sec. 3. That said Commissioners shall appoint some suitable person 
who shall be an expert in the business of printing and binding, as Clerk in 
the office of Secretary of State, who shall have charge of the Bureau of 
Pub'lc Printing, Binding and Stationery in said office, who shall be under 
the direction of said Commissioners, and who shall perform all the clerical 
duties, and shall measure, count, weigh, and compute all matters and things 
pertaining to the public printing, binding and stationery as such Commis- 
sioners shall order and reoulre. Said Clerk shall be paid for his services 
as such the som of fifteen hundred dollars per year, out of the treasury of 
the Slate, uncp the warrant of the Auditor of State upon the allowance 
and bv the authority of said Commissioners. In monthly Installments': and 
said Commissioners may. at any time, for reasons satisfactory to them- 
selves, discharge any clerk appointed hy them under the provisions of thin 
act and appoint his snecessor. 
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Site 4. That the said Commissi on ere, in letting the public printing, 
binding and stationery, shall require the contractor or contractors to enter 
Into contract with bond and sureties in sulHclent amount, promptly and 
faithfully to provide the material and execute the work proposed, and that 
all such material and work shall be subject to tbe inspection of the Clerk 
In charge of the Bureau of Public Printing, Binding and Stationery and 
shall be by him accepted or rejected, as the same shall or shall not be ac- 
cording to contract And the Auditor t-f State shall not Issue his warrant 
for the payment of any bill or charge for public printing, binding or sta- 
tionery, until the Clerk in charge of the Bureau of Public Printing, Binding 
and Stationery ahull, with the approval of the Commissioners of' Public 
Printing, Binding and Stationery, certify to tbe delivery of such printing, 
binding, or stationery, and that the bill therefor is correct, according to 
contract, and tbe said Commissioners shall have allowed said bill, and ap- 
proved the same by the signature of the Governor, as President of such 
Board. 

That If the Clerk In charge of tbe public printing, binding and 
stationery shall receive any percentage, fee, reward or gratuity for or on ac- 
count of any favor shown in tbe discharge of his official duties, shall falsely 
and corruptly certify any bill or allowance on account of the public printing, 
binding and stationery, he shall he guilty of felony, and on conviction there- 
of be confined in the State Prison for any term not exceeding three years. 

Sec. 6. That all the printing, binding and stationery authorized by 
law, at the expense of the State, and chargeable to the State, shall be ex- 
ecuted through tbe Commissioners and Clerk in this act before named, and 
all laws authorizing printing, binding and stationery by any officer or In- 
stitution, to be chargeable to the State, shall be construed to mean that tbe 
printing, binding and stationery of such officers or institutions shall be done 
through such Commissioners. 

Sec. 7. That the Secretary of State shall be the secretary of said Com- 
missioners, and shall keep full record of their proceedings and orders, and 
shall file copies of all advertisements, bids and contracts, and of all requi- 
sitions authorizing inventories, schedules, deliveries, bills and allowances 
on that behalf, which records and files shall be open to Inspection, as other 
public records of this office. 

Sec. 8. That said Commissioners shall not let any contract or bind the 
State to the payment of any money on account of such contract in excess of 
that appropriated by law for public printing, binding and stationery. 

Sec. 9. That all reports of the various institutions herein named shall 
he published biennially, except the reports of the Treasurer of State, State 
Board of Equalization, State Board of Health, tbe State House Commis- 
sioners and the Catalogues of the State Normal School. State University 
and Purdue University, the report of the State Board of Agriculture, the 
report of the Auditor of State, uud the reports of nil the penal, benevolent 
Institutions, which shall be published annually, the same to be verified by 
the Auditor of State : Provided, That the Board of Public Printing, Binding 
and Stationery may determine the weight and quality of paper upon which 
such reports shall be printed and may eliminate from any report such mat- 
ters as ft may deem unnecessary to be published.

Statement Showing Proceedings op the Board op Public Print- 
ing, Binding and Stationery in Awarding the 
Present State Printing Contract. 

At a meeting of the Board of Public Printing, Binding and 
Stationery, held on the 23d day of October, 1911, the specifications 
and notice to printers asking for bids on State printing, binding and 
stationery supplies for two years was approved. 

The following notice was ordered published onoe each week for 
three consecutive weeks in the Indianapolis News, Indianapolis Star, 
Indianapolis Sun, The Fort Wayne Journal-Gazette and Evansville 
Courier : 

NOTICE TO PRINTERS, BOOKBINDERS AND STATIONERS. 

Bureau or Public Pointing, Binding and Stationery, 
Indianapolis, October 23, 1911. 

The Board of Commissioners of Public Printing, Binding and Station- 
ery will, In accordance with an act of the General Assembly, approved 
April 13, 1885, receive sealed proposals at the office of the Bureau of Public 
Printing, Room 8, State House, Indianapolis, Indiana, on the 18th day of 
November, 1911, at the hour of 10 o'clock a. m., for doing the public print- 
ing and binding, and furnishing the stationery for the use of the State of 
Indiana for a term of two years, commencing on the 2d day of December, 
1911. 

At the same time and in the same manner, covering the same period, 
the Board will also receive separate bids for the printing and binding or 
the Supreme and Appellate Court Reports, In accordance with the law 
authorizing the publication of same. 

All bids submitted must be signed by parties proposing to do the work, 
securely sealed, and accompanied with such certified checks and samples 
as are hereinafter named. Bidders must bid on all items in the proposals 
and make extensions of prices, and place the totals at the end of each of 
the classes. Bids will not be considered unless these requirements have 
been compiled with. 

Upon receipt of said sealed proposals they will be opened and signed 
by members of said Board and as soon thereafter as the bids and samples 
can be properly examined the competing bidders will be notified to be 
present, when the contracts will be awarded to the lowest and best bidder, 
or bidders, according to law; the Board, however, reserving the right to 
reject any or all bids submitted. 

Each bidder, at the time of submitting his bid, shall also submit and 
deposit with the Board, payable to the order of the Governor of Indiana, 
a certified check, on some bank approved by the Board, in the sum of (5,000 



for the general printing, binding and stationery contract, and $1,000 with 
the bid for the Supreme and Appellate Court Reports contract, as a guar- 
antee that such bidder will enter Into a contract pursuant to such bid and 
notice and the specifications referred to herein, and will submit a bond as 
herein provided to the approval of the Board, and if any such bidder shall 
fall to carry oat the terms of this notice and such bid and enter Into such 
contract and flle such bond, in that event the Governor shall deliver the 
check, or the proceeds thereof, to the Treasurer of State, to be collected 
by him as such Treasurer as liquidated damages for the failure of such 
bidder to carry out the terms of this notice and his bid and the specifica- 
tions referred to herein, and enter into such contract and flle such bond. 

The successful bidder or bidders will be required to furnish separate 
bonds, to be approved by the Board, In the sum of $50,000 for the general 
printing, binding and stationery, and $15,000 for the Supreme and Appel- 
late Court Reports, at the time said contract or contracts are awarded to 
said bidder or bidders, for the faithful performance of all work In ac- 
cordance with the specifications hereinafter named, and that In every In- 
stance the paper and material furnished shall be In weight, color and 
quality the same as called for In the specifications. 

The work on the general printing, binding aud stationery will be let 
as a whole to the lowest and best bidder In the aggregate, no division of 
classes being allowed, divided Into three classes, as specified by law, as 
follows : 

The first class shall comprise the laws. Journals, reports of officers 
aud public Institutions, and all book and pamphlet work to be printed on 
book paper. 

The second class shall comprise all legislative bills, commissions, letter 
heads, circulars, blanks and other work usually executed on writing paper, 
aud all articles of stationery. 

The second class shall also Include the printing and blocking of all the 
£tate election ballots provided by law of the State of Indiana, and all the 
printing and stationery that may be required in the preparation and send- 
ing out of the State election ballots. All of which shall be prescribed and 
subject to the approval of the State Board of Election Commissioners. 

The third- class shall comprise the folding, stitching, covering and 
blading, and nil work belonging to the binding business. 

The contract for printing and binding the Supreme and Appellate 
Court Reports will be let as a whole to the lowest and best bidder, ac- 
cording to law, the Board reserving the right to reject any or all bids 
submitted. . 

The contractor or contractors shall maintain an office in the city of 
Indianapolis for the transaction of all business under said contracts, and 
must agree, upon the taking effect of the contracts, to maintain a plant 
of sufficient capacity to do the work of the State speedily and without un- 
necessary delay. All work under said contracts shall be performed within 
the State of Indiana. 

Any bidder or bidders who shall be awarded these contracts shall not 
assign or sub-let the same, or any portion thereof, without the written 
consent of the Board of Public Printing. 

The Board has made a basis upon which bids are asked solely for the 
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purpose of securing uniformity of bids, but will not be governed by this 
basis alone In awarding the contracts. Given in the specifications is a 
statement from the Clerk of the Board showing approximately the quan- 
tity of articles uaed the past two years which will assist the Board in de- 
termining which, if any, of the bids submitted are the best for the State. 
Ed D. Donnell, Clerk of the Board, will furnish, upon application, 
specifications and full particulars regarding the work. 

Specifications foe General Printing, Binding Ann Stationery. 

The specifications call for the printing and binding of the reports of 
the officers of State, public institutions. Documentary Journal annually, 
the Acts of the General Assembly, the House and Senate Journals, and all 
miscellaneous pamphlets and printing, and furnishing stationery, blanks, 
etc., that may be needed by the different departments for the public service 
and the General Assembly, Including all printing, stationery and binding 
ordered by the State Board of Election Commissioners, and which are paid 
for out of the treasury of State, for two years from the 2d day of De- 
cember, 1911. 

The work to be done above named will be divided into three classes, 
as follows: 

First Class. 

All the book and cover paper used in printing the reports, acts, Journals 
:in<l all classes of pamphlet or book printing that may be required for the 
u so of the State, shall be the best on the market, of the quality named In 
i he specifications, and the contract shall be per pound for the amount used, 
in- allowance being made for waste, handling, freight or otherwise. The 
Height of book and cover paper will be determined by comparison with 
samples furnished, on basis of 25x38 book and 20x26 cover, and ail weights 
must be furnished at the same price per pound as that bid on in speci- 
fications. 

In tie printing of reports and all classes of printing requiring the use 
of book or cover paper, contractor will be required to consult the Board 
or its Clerk as to the size, weight and quality of paper to be used. If at 
iiny time contractor uses any other grade of book or cover paper tban that 
coming within the contract without the consent of the Board or its Clerk, 
it will be charged at contract price, or if an inferior grade Is used It will 
be allowed for according to grade used, or rejected entirely, if so ordered 
by the Board. 

The composition shall be bid for by the 1,000 ems, actual measure In 
book or pamphlet, no blank pages or other unreal charge to be allowed, 
divided into two classes, as follows: Plain matter and rule and figure 
work. Rule and figure work shall consist of three or more Justifications 
of words or figures with rules, or four or more Justifications of words or 
figures without rules, to be measured as plain matter, one measure, as bid 
on per 1,000 ems rule and figure work, In accordance with size of type 
used. All work not classed as rule and figure work shall be measured as 
plain matter, one measure, as bid on per 1,000 ems plain matter, in ac- 
cordance with size of type used. 
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The price bid on per 1,000 ems shall Include the cost of page and 
galley proofs required, making up pages, handling, locking up forma and 
all work required In delivering same to press. But where forms are re- 
made up, or plates ore used, when composition Is not measured, contractor 
will be allowed a reasonable Allowance per hour actually required In re- 
making up, locking up forms and delivering same to press, which extra 
time must be accompanied by an affidavit sworn to before a notary public. 

The type used In printing the reports, acts, journals and all classes of 
pamphlet or book printing shall be modern face, unless otherwise ordered, 
and make a clear, neat appearance, and the spacing between words, etc., 
shall be the same as Is done on all Qrst-class book work. 

In spacing between lines on all book composition, only six-to-pica leads 
will be allowed, unless otherwise ordered. In no case will contractor be 
allowed extra pay for setting matter "solid." 

In making up type pages only sucb spacing as Is necessary to make a. 
neat appearance of page will be allowed, and under no circumstances will 
contractor be allowed to use wide spacing in order to Increase the number 
of pages. 

Press work shall be bid for at so much for the first 100 Impressions 
and bo much for each additional 100 impressions, 16 pages to form, in- 
cluding make-ready and ink. All forms of a less number of Impressions 
to be' paid for as a full 100. 

The price bid for press work shall be to do first-class work and furnish 
the best quality of ink. 

Second Class. 

Thin class will Include the furnishing of all blanks, both printed and 
ruled and printed, Governor's proclamations, school enumeration blanks, 
contagious disease blanks and burial permits, Including legislative bills, to 
be bid for at so much for the first 100 and so much for each additional 100 
copies, of the weights, sizes and quality of paper specified; the manufac- 
turing of all blank books, both plain and printed, at so much per quire, In- 
cluding paging, Indexing and binding, of the kind of binding and weights 
and sizes of paper specified ; all description of lithographic work ; em- 
bossed letter heads and envelopes; printed letter and note heads; miscel- 
laneous printing, paper, etc., and the furnishing of all description of sta- 
rionery supplies, such as inks, Inkstands, lead pencils, pens, penholders, etc. 

All propositions in this class call for first-class work and material on 
nil description of printing and lithographic work and the best quality of 
paper, of the kinds, sizes and weights specified. The stationery calls for 
the best In use, and must be of the kind and quality specified. 

In the furnishing of all description of blanks, blank books and all 
kinds of writing and other paper named, the contractor must conform to 
fW.es. weights and quality mentioned In specifications, unless otherwise 
ordered. 

Third Clots. 

This class will Include the binding of books in leather and cloth, and 
pamphlets, etc., with paper covers, and the tipping In of signatures, plates 
and maps, as follows : 
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All books bound In leather or cloth shall be bid for at so much per 100 
signatures of 16 pages each for folding, gathering and sewing, complete, 
and so much apiece for covers, Including the coat of all materials used, 
lettering of title in any style, and all work necessary to complete book. 
Binding must be of best material and first-class workmanship, and to be 
counted by the number of copies actually delivered. In no case will wire 
stitching be allowed on books bound In cloth or sheep. 

All pamphlets, etc., with paper covers, shall be bid for by the 100 slg- 
uatures, including all handling, assorting, folding, wire stitching or sew- 
ing, trimming, and so much for putting on covers, in good, workmanlike 



All signatures of a less number will be paid for as a full 100 signa- 
tures. Covers will only be allowed for the actual number ordered. 

The tipping in of signatures, plates or maps shall be bid for by the 
100 signatures, plates or maps, Including folding, stitching and trimming, 

Specifications call for the best binding and most approved material 
now In general use. 

The Board has the power to reduce or increase the number of copies 
of all publications, and reserves the right to order any report or pamphlet 
bound In any manner specified in this class at contract prices. 

Samples of binding and full information will be furnished upon ap- 
plication to the Clerk of Board. 

Legislative. 

All bids shall be to include all the printing, binding and stationery of 
the General Assembly at tjie same prices and under the same conditions as 
supplies named in the specifications. 

All orders for supplies for the General Assembly must be made upon 
the Board in the same manner as required in ordering for State offices and 
institutions, and all requisitions shall be made out by the Clerk of Board, 
and all bills certified by him as correct according to contract, before same 
will be allowed. 

All supplies for the General Assembly shall first pass the Inspection 
of the Clerk of Board before the same Is delivered to the House and Senate, 
and by him certified as proper and correct according to order. 

General Requirements. 

All work shall be delivered to the Printing Bureau, Room 3, State 
House, or as the Clerk of the Board may direct, free of charge. 

All articles furnished under this contract must be, In every respect, 
of the most improved material now In use. 

All articles furnished or work done, not enumerated In specifications, 
must be furnished in the most economical manner practicable, and at 
prices not to exceed the regular market price for similar articles. 

The contractor must at all times be able to furnish the exact quality 
of supplies named in specifications, but If by mutual agreement between 
Board and party ordering and contractor any different kind Is substituted, 
the quality and price shall not exceed that named for similar articles in 
specifications. 

In accepting the contract for general printing, binding and stationery, 
the contractor will be required to do the work promptly and without un- 
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necessary delay, in a good, workmanlike manner, the Board reserving to 
itself the right to determine what Is unnecessary delay. If at any time 
the contractor fails to do the work authorized by the State within a 
reasonable length of time, the Board reserves the right to order the work 
done elsewhere and have the bill sent to the contractor, who shall make 
out his bill to the State for the work done at contract price and no more; 
or, after fully hearing the reasons for delay in doing the work, the Board 
may fix a definite date when the same must be completed, and if not then 
done the Board may deduct 10 per cent, from the contract price as liqui- 
dated damages for such delay for each 80 daya or fraction thereof such 
work remains Incompleted. 

Proofs and revises of all description of printing shall be furnished and 
delivered witliout charge to the State. 

All bills containing charges for time consumed in making changes from 
authors' copy must be accompanied by the original copy and all proof, both 
galley and page. 

All copy and proof sheets shall be held by the contractor sixty days 
from the time job is completed and delivered subject to the inspection of 
the Board or the Clerk of Board. 

Ail bids shall be to furnish the exact amount of printing, stationery 
and binding ordered, at prices bid in specifications. In no case will con- 
tractor be allowed to charge for more than the exact amount of any article 
ordered, without the consent of the Board. 

Alt such material and work shall be delivered to the Clerk In charge 
of the Bureau of Public Printing, Binding and Stationery, and shall be 
subject to his inspection, and be by blm accepted or rejected as the same 
shall or shall not be according to contract, and all such supplies shall be 
accompanied with an itemized statement giving name and quantity of 
articles delivered, and when Inspected and approved by said Clerk, said 
supplies shall be by him receipted for, and after such Inspection and ap- 
proval be shall deliver the same to the officer or department ordering the 
same, and take his Itemized receipt therefor. 

Alt orders for supplies must be made upon the Board, whereupon the 
Clerk of the Board will make out requisition for supplies required to be 
furnished through the contractor; and In no case will contractor be al- 
lowed to fill an order for supplies for the State without having first ob- 
tained a requisition for same from the Board. 

All requisitions and bills shall contain the size, name and quality of 
paper used, and full name and number of article of stationery ordered. 
In no case will Board entertain any requisition or bill made out with 
pencil. 

The printed copies of the session laws of the General Assembly re- 
quired by law must be delivered to the Secretary of State within forty 
days from the date on which last copy shall be furnished the contractor 
by the Secretary of State. 

In determining the lowest and best bid, quality of samples will be 
taken into consideration. All samples submitted must be properly labeled 
as to size, weight and quality and number of items for which samples are 
intended to cover, together with name of bidder on each sample sub- 
mitted. All samples submitted to be flat, not folded, or put up in roll, 
and shall remain the property of the State. 
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Samples not meeting with the above requirements will not be accepted 
and bids will be rejected.

STATE PRINTING LAW. 



AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOB THE PUBLIC PRINTING, B'NDING AND 
STATIONERY, AND BEPEALING ALL LAWS IN CONFLICT 
THEREWITH, AND DECLARING AN EMERGENCY. 

I Approved April 13, 1885. J 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Indiana, That the Governor, Secretary of State and Auditor of State shall 
be ex officio Commissioners of the Public Printing, Binding and Stationery, 
and shall cause the public printing and binding to be executed in the man- 
ner provided by law. 

Sec. 2. That It shall be the duty of said Commissioners, as soon as 
may be convenient after the passage of this act, to determine the printing 
and binding authorised by law, and to classify the same to the best advan- 
tage as follows: The first class shall comprise the laws, Journals, reports 
of officers and public institutions, and all book and pamphlet work Jo be 
printed on book or pamphlet paper ; the second class shall comprise all leg- 
islative bills, commissions, letter heads, circulars, blanks, and other work 
usually executed on writing paper, and all articles of stationery ; the third 
class shall comprise the folding, stitching, covering and binding, and all 
work belonging to the binding business. As soon as such classification 
Bhall be made It shall be the duty of said Commissioners to advertise. In 
not less than three nor more than five papers published In this State, for 
bids for the paper, stationery, and executing the printing and binding for 
two years, according to the classification they may have prepared, and upon 
receiving such proposals they shall let the contract to the lowest and best 
responsible bidder or bidders, and said Commissioners shall biennially, be- 
tween the first day of July and the first day of January, proceed to adver- 
tise and contract for the public printing, binding and stationery : Provided, 
That said Commissioners shall have the right to reject any and all bids 
or proposals that are deemed exorbitant or unreasonable. 

Sec. 3. That said Commissioners shall appoint some suitable person 
who shall be an expert In the business of printing and binding, as Clerk 
in the office of Secretary of State, who shall have charge of the Bureau 
of Public Printing, Binding and Stationery in said office, who shall be 
under the direction of said Commissioners, and who shall perform all 
the clerical duties, and shall measure, count, weigh, and compute all 
matters and things pertaining to the public printing, binding and sta- 
tionery as sncb Commissioners shall order and require. Said Clerk 
shall be paid for his services as snch the sum of fifteen hundred dollars 
per year, out of the treasury of the State, upon the warrant of the 
Auditor of State upon the allowance and by the authority of said Com- 
missioners, In monthly Installments; and said Commissioners may, at 
any time, for reasons satisfactory to themselves, discharge any clerk 
appointed by them under the provisions of this act and appoint his sac- 



Sec. 4. That the said Commissioners, in letting the public printing, 
binding and stationery, shall require the contractor or contractors to enter 
into contract with bond and sureties in sufficient amount, promptly and 
faithfully to provide the material and execute the wort proposed, and that 
all such material and work shall be subject to the inspection of the Clerk 
in charge of the Bureau of Public Printing, Binding and Stationery and 
shall be by him accepted or rejected, as the same shall or shall not be ac- 
cording to contract. And the Auditor of State shall not issue his warrant 
for the payment of any bill or charge for public printing, binding or sta- 
tionery, until the Clerk in charge of the Bureau of Public Printing, Binding 
and Stationery shall, with the approval of the Commissioners of Public 
Printing, Binding and Stationery, certify to the delivery of such printing, 
binding, or stationery, and that the bill therefor is correct, according to 
contract, and the said Commissioners shall have allowed said bill, and ap- 
proved the same by the signature of the Governor, as President of such 
Board. 

Sec. 5. That if tie Clerk in charge of the public printing, binding and 
stationery shall receive any percentage, fee, reward or gratuity for or on 
account of any favor shown in the discharge of his official duties, shall 
falsely and corruptly certify any bill or allowance on account of the public 
printing, binding and stationery, he shall be guilty of felony, and on convic- 
tion thereof be confined in the State Prison for any term not exceeding 
tliree years. 

Sec. 6. That all the printing, binding and stationery authorized by 
law, at the expense of the State, and chargeable to the State, shall be ex- 
ecuted through the Commissioners and Clerk in this act before named, and 
all laws authorizing printing, binding and stationery by any officer or in- 
stitution, to be chargeable to the-State, shall be construed to mean that the 
printing, binding and stationery of such officers or institutions shall be done 
through such Commissioners. 

Sec. 7. That the Secretary of State shall be the secretary of said 
Commissioners, and shall keep full record of their proceedings and orders, 
and shall die copies of all advertisements, bids and contracts, and of all 
requisitions authorizing inventories, schedules, deliveries, bills and allow- 
ances on that behalf, which records and flies shall be open to inspection, 
as other public records of this office. 

Sec. 8. That said Commissioners shall not let any contract or bind 
the State to the payment of any money on account of such contract in ex- 
' cess of that appropriated by law for public printing, binding and sta- 
tionery. 

Sec. 9. That all reports of the various institutions herein named shall 
be published biennially, except the reports of the Treasurer ot State, State 
Board of Equalization, State Board of Health, the State House Commis- 
sioners and the catalogues of the State Normal School, State University 
and Purdue University, the report of the State Board of Agriculture, the 
report of the Auditor of State, and the reports of all the penal, benevolent 
institutions, which shall be published annually, the same to be verified by 
the Auditor of State: Provided, That the Board of Public Printing, Bind- 



ing and Stationery may determine the weight and quality of paper Upon 
which such reports shall be printed and may eliminate from any report 
such matters as it may deem unnecessary to be published. 

Sec. 10. The expense of the printing and binding of the Governor's 
message, and reports of the Secretary of State, State Board of Equaliza- 
tion, Auditor of State, Treasurer of State, Attorney-General, State Board 
of Agriculture, Superintendent of Public Instruction, State Librarian, State 
Geologist, Bureau of Statistics, Documentary Journals, Horticultural So- 
ciety, State Board of Health, Mine Inspector, Adjutant-General, Fish Com 
mlssloner, School Laws, Acts of the legislature, House and Senate Jour- 
nals, shall be paid for out Of the Printing Fund proper : Provided, All 
other reports required to be printed and published under the provisions 
this act, shall be paid for out of the funds appropriated for such institu- 
tions, and all stationery and expenses so Incurred shall be done under the 
contract and supervision of the Board of Public Printing, Binding and Sta- 
tionery. 

Sec. 11. That the reports allowable and published, under the provi- 
sions of this act, shall be sixteen hundred copies of the State Senate Jour- 
nals, sixteen hundred copies of the House Journals, sixteen hundred copies 
of the Documentary Journals, twenty-one hundred copies of the Secretary 
of State's report, twenty-two hundred copies of the Auditor of State, two 
thousand copies of the Treasurer of State, aud two thousand copies of the 
Attorney- General, four hundred copies of the State Librarian, eight thou- 
sand copies of the State Geologist, Ave thousand copies of the State Board 
uf Agriculture, five thousand copies of the Bureau of Statistics, five hun- 
dred copies of the Horticultural Society, two thousand copies of the State 
University, ten thousand copies of the Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion, two thousand copies of the State Normal School, two thousand copies 
of Purdue University, two thousand copies of the Hospital for Insane, two 
thousand copies of the Institution for the Deaf aud Dumb, two thousand 
copies of the Institution for the Blind, two thousand copies of the State 
Prison South, two thousand copies of the State Prison North, two thou- 
sand copies of the Indiana Reform School for Boys, two thousand copies 
of the Reformatory for Women and Girls, two thousand copies of the State 
Board of Equalization, two thousand copies each of the Feeble-Minded and 
Soldiers' Orphans' Home, one thousand copies of the State House Com- 
missioners, three thousand of the State Board of Health, two thousand 
copies of the Mine Inspector, two thousand copies of the Coal Oil In- 
spector, six hundred copies of the Attorney- General, six hundred copies of 
the Adjutant-General, one thousand copies of the Commutations and Par- 
dons, and five thousand copies each of the catalogues of the State Normal 
School, Purdue University and the State University. 
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CHAPTER 109. 
Ad Act to Amend Section 11 of an Act Entitled "An Act to Provide for the 
Public Printing, Binding and Stationery," etc., approved April 18, 1885, 

[Approved March 6, 1909.] . 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Ataembly of the Btate of 
Indiana, That section eleven (11) of the above entitled act be amended to 
read as follows : Section 11. The numbers of copies of the reports of the 
varlons offices, boards and Institution [s] shall be fixed by the Commission- 
era of the Public Printing, Binding and Stationery. 
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
